Express stocks 
were flat, and miscellaneous shares; Canton 
alone was fully supported. Copper stocks are 
doing better, in sympathy with copper and 
stimulated by the tariff prospects.

News has a long 
article on the proposed railroad from Mur- 
freesboro, to intersect the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad at Gallatin; and gays of the 


prospected enterprise: 

Its immediate result will be to make Mur- 
freesboro the shipping and “wy > point of all 
our products that now seek a rthern mar- 
ket from the rica and preductive counties of 
Rutherford, Bedford, Lincoln, Franklin, CU 
fee, Cannon and Warren. It will also make 
Murfreesboro the point from which those 
counties will @raw their supplies of merchan- 
dise, groceries, etc. 

It will put our products in the Louisville 
market as quickly and at as little cost as it 
now requires to put them onthe Nashville 
market. This road will be the direct route of 
travel from all points South of Murfreesboro 
to the North, and from the North to all points 
South of Murfreesboro. 

In order to make it manifest that it is our 
interest and true cy to construct this road, 
we will examine into the actual amount of tax 
paid by one single county on one article of ex- 
port, which would be mostly saved to the 

roducer if his market was at Murfreesboro 

nstead of a more distant point. ig <7 
of Rutherford raises aunually from 16,000 to

The Cincinnati Gazette on the Finan- 
cial Situation. 

To the Cincinnati Gazette probably be- 
longs the distinction of giving a large? 
proportion of its space to the consideration 
of the financial situation than is allotted 
to it by any other paperin the land. We 
have no fault fo find with our contem- 
porary for taking so profound an interest 
in so difficult and important a subject. On 
the contrary ite course in this respect 
ie a welcome sight to us, and 
we hope its share of suceess in 
the truly worthy work of extricating 
the nation from ite terrible financial dilem- 
ma may be commensurate with the hercu- 
lean efforts it is putting forth to that end. 
The Gazette seems remarkably well in- 
formed on the subject that so engrossingly 
occupies ita attention, and manifests a de- 
gree of earnestness, industry and sincerity 
that fully entitles it to the praise of study- 
ing the subject for ig own sake, and with 
no other object than an honest desire to 
help the nation free itself of an abnormal 
and vicious monctary system. 

The Gazette believes it has found out a 
way according to which the Government 
may safely undertake the work of specie 
resumption. It would have Congress fix 
the value of the greenback dollar at 66 2-3 
cents in coin, and have the treasury to 
begin coin payments on @iat valuation. 
} But with the Gazette redemption of green- 
} backs coin does not necessarily mean 
final payment of this description of State 
debt. In order to escape the Charybdis of 
currency transaction, with its damaging 
commercial effects, it proposes that the Gov- 
ernment shall re-issue its notes in payment 
1 of its current expenses, thus continuing 
their circulation in trade circles, “until the 
conditions are created by which the green- 
backs might be retired without disturb- 
ance.” It would also allow the banks to 
issue a “new class of notes payable on de- 
mand in coin, to replace the old notes ac- 
cording as they were wanted. Event- 
ually the greenbacks must be retired; but 
this can be postponed until the public 
mind has become accustomed -to the sta- 
bility that will be created by this specie 
standard, and has seen that it is not a dis- 
turbance but a settlement, and until the 
courts, the people, and the banks have fully 
recognized the two kinds of money, and 
have been accustomed to them in all their 
transactions, and specie transactions and 
specie notes have come into use.” 

Of course the Gazette does not expect 
the Government to pay its debt without 
‘first providing itself with the wherewithal 
to pay. On the contrary, it contem- 
plates that the Treasury shal] accumulate

This we think a fair statement of the 
Gazette's method for restoring the national 
currency to a sound and healthy condi- 
tion. I¢ does not mean to say that its plan 
will accomplish the desired end without 
difficulty. On the contrary, it anticipates 
that specie resumption will be an up-hill 
business to the Government even on a 
basis of valuation which makes the 
greenbacks equal to only $230,000,000 
in gold. Without doubt, however, the 
Gazette believes its plan entirely feasible 
and at least free from serious objections. 
To our mind it has no such merits, but 
seems liable to future objections, and is an 
experiment which it would be exceedingly 
dangerous to put to trial. 

The project does not suit us in the first 
place because it imposes upon the Govern- 
ment the duty of specie resumption. But 
this being a minor objection we will let it 
pass. | 

2. It opposes currency contraction—or 
rather it continues the greenback circulation 
indefinitely, deferring final payment (the 
only thing seriously demanded) until that 
illusory time—a more convenient season. 

8. While it fixes the value of the paper 
dollar it does not provide any guarantee 
that its value will not fall below the point 
so fixed, nor that the State having once 
adopted specie payments will be able to 
continue to do so to the end of the 
chapter. The absence of such a 
guarantee is the weak point in the 
Gazette’s plan, and renders its scheme 
altogether untenable. Nor is this all. It 
not only does not provide any guarantee 
against a decline in the value of the paper 
dollar, and a second suspension of specie 
payments, but any attempt to apply its 
plan would inevitably be followed by both 
of these events. For how is the Treasury 
to keep itself supplied with gold to meet 
its notes returned for redemption? 
At present its only source of gold revenue 
is from customs, and the surplus left on hand 
after paying interest on the bonds would 
only be a drop in the bucket as a redemp- 
tion reserve. Where, then, is the required 
amount of coin to come from? Obviously 
from the general stock in the country 
Then we should have the spectacle of the 
Secretary of the Treasury using the green- 
backs, which have cost him at the rate of 
66 2-3 cents on the dollar, to buy in the 
open market the gold he must have, no 
matter at what premium, to redeem 
the notes presented at ™his office. 
Of course the magnitude of his de- 
mand will advance the gold premium 
enormously. Still he must continue to give 
66 2-8 eents for each greenback dollar, not- 
withstanding every dollar of gold so em- 
ployed may have cost him five dollars in 
greenbacks. That this would be the con- 
sequence of the Gazette’s plan there is no 
reason to doubt. It therefore provides no 
guarantee against a decline in the value of 
greenbacks, and consequently enhances the 
cost of redeeming them to the people. 

It is further essential to the success of 
the Gazette’s plan that the Treasury 
should keep constantly on hand in 
gold a sum equal to its outstanding demand 
indebtedness. And, as this at present is 
manifestly an impossibility, a second sus- 
pension of payment would be a question of 
& very short time. .
